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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 , 7 and 8 are currently pending in the instant application, are allowable 
over the prior art of record and are renumbered as claims 1-3. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 27 October 2003 which cancels claims 3 and 9-14 and 
amends claim 1 , 7 and 8 to delete non-elected subject matter is sufficient to overcome 
the objection to the claims as containing non-elected subject matter and has been 
entered.
